Dogges that were aſtray, but alſo by reaſon of the 
great heate, their Game. Wherefore they were very 
much beaten 2nd hurt by the Counts Hunters, for da. 

The Duke 
tooke this very ill ſo that he forced thoſe of Aeg hen 
to hang thoſe dead Dogs by the hinder legs on high, 
and for reparation of their ole; to couet them with 
Corne.

Theſe Burgers then fearing that ſuch a luckie begin- 
ning, and great multiplication of theſe new buil.

| Theſe chiefe Townes were ſpecially minded here- 
vnto, to the end that the G elaers might be forced to 
{tay intheir Dominions: for that the Brabanders moſt 
times were forced to maintaine Wars againſtthem, 
about whoſe fronticrs, the Townes, Villages, Houſes, 
and goods of the Brab anders are ſituated, which were 
ſtill very much ſpoiled and ruined by this Gelder Na- 

Theſe then haue beene the beginniogs of the new 
Towne, and the firſt foundations. 

When theſe Gates, in manner aforeſaid, were 
built fo freely, there came ſo great a quantity of peo. 
ple to build and &well therein as if vnder the found. 
tions there had beene Mines of Siluer. 

Theſe new Inhabitants taking ane w their courage, 
2 loft by reaſon of the pi llaging and de- 
ſtroying e of Heuſden they builded aga ine new 
buildings d etting the Houſes one cloſe to the other, 
and tlie number of the ſame enereaſed daily more and 
more, and ſo faſt, that they at laſt, with the alviſtance 
of the Prince, did make a Wall and Ditch round a 
bout the Towne,and ſtrengthned it with a ſtone wall, 
ſo that they were able to reſiſt their enemies, 

As the number ofthe comming — ad very 
much increaſe and the Towne proſpered, ſo they be- 
gan to build ether nee buildings.” |

The Burgers of S hertegenboſh being come in ſuch a 
wiſhed ſtate, began to ſtatute Lawes, and to make a 
Magiſtrate, to bring the Riuer through the Towne, te 
make new ſtreets and wayes, and to make much one 
of another, wherefore they haue gotten great Liber- 
ties of their Prince, as by the Letters thereof more at 
large may appeare. 

All thoſe that eome to dwell there, although they 
were broken and Bankrupts, they got liberty of the 
Prince, where fore it did happen, that there came ma- 
ny out of the Land of Cleefe, Gailickęr- land, Gelder. 
land, and out of other neighbeur places, to take their 
reſidence there. 

Thisſaid Province yeeldeth very ſtrong and bold 
Women, ſo that theſe Strangers brought with them 
very bold Women, which for the moſt part had com- 
mand ouer their Husbands, and did make away the 
common goods in deſpight of their Rusbands : Ther. 
fore the Prince gaue vnto this Towne this Law, That 
the Women without their Husbands may not diſpoſe 
of any ef their goods: but that the Husband, without 
the knowledge of the Woman, hath full power to ſell 
and diſpoſc of their goods. 

There were not as yet any Churches built in the 
new towne, but the Ortex- Church, ſituated neere the 
Dieſe, hath beene a great while the Pariſn Church, 
which was long before built by a Gentleman, who 
being ſtrayed by the tempeſt of the Sea, landed there 
firſt of all - for that the Sea was wont to come in that 
place, as appezreth by the name of that place, called 
Ovort- Dayuen. 

There were alſo no Cloifters inthe towne, the Pri- 
ers were the firſt that began to build there, and buil- 


ded a ſmall dwelling houſe ; after this they tooke 2 
B bigger 
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bigger place neere the Princes Court, and enlarged 
the ir place of re ſidence, after the manner of Celleking, . 
and they haue alſo built a Church, which the Burgers 
haue vſed a great while for their Pariſh Church They 
were not yet tyed to any publike promiſes. 

Shortly after this there came many men and wo. : 
men from ſeuerall Regions in the ſame rowne, after 
inning of this towne, (as hereafter more at ; 
ſhall be declared) they haue built there their H 
and Cloy ſters. f 

Te Towne was in a ſhort time ſo increaſed by rea... 
ſon of the louing and friendly Burgers, that euery one 
thought it ſnould haue been a ſecond Reme, and were 
forced becauſe of the multitude of men, to inlarge the 
Towne, and make it bigger, that the multitude ef the 
Burgers might the better dwell therein. | 

In the yecre 1300, when the augmentation of the 
rowne was intended to be inlarged, the (aid rowne 
was therein aſsiſted by the Prince, and by the Pro- 
uince of Brabant. The Burgers did make new Stee- 
ples in the preeind, with new Gates, they did alſo - 
make new and wide ditches, andnew W or- 
dained new Streets to be made; they the 
Riuer the Del, and the 4 in ſeuerall places tho. 
row the Towne, and prouided fatther all that which 
was needſull for the iugmentation of the Towne.

-Likewiſe they (ſome while before the building of the +

neere the Towne, and hane quite pillaged the ſame, 
and ſet on ſire all the trees: Theſe Burgers of S berts- 
genbeſh haue after that, with their owne power, reſi- 

the ſaid Gelders Nation, and uue not onely kept 
_thera from comming abroad. but allo haue falac in 
their owne dominions, and haue forced them to lay 
dove their Armes. | | 
But as cuery thing in this world is not cuerlaſting, 
ſothis Towne alſo- hath ſuffered many ſeuetall dam- 
mages and alterations, and was twice * burnt

1419;0n the 28 of lune i the ſecond fre in the yeere 
1463 the 17 of lune, at the Heuſdens Faire. The firſt 
fire began in the Verwer· ſtreet, neere the ſigne of che 
Braſſe. Kettle ; by w lich fire, the Towne-houſe, and 
all the Papers and Writings, were altogether burnt. 
The ſecond fire began neere the ſigne of the Falcon in 
the Hintemer. ſtreet, w here the top of S. / ohn Church 
and many Images were alſo burmt. 
The name ot the Duke of Bra band, by whoſe com. 
mand the towne of S'hertogenboſh was built, we haue 
for borne to ſet done in tis Hiſtory, becauſe of the 
diuerfity of the Hiſtorians, and haue kept this diffe. 
rent till the laſt. The common preſumprion is, that 
the Duke Godfrey in the Cradell, hath beene the

Some ſay alſo, thatthe place of this Towne here- 
tofore hath becnc a Boſcage or Wood, appertaining 
vnto the Duke af Gelderland, who hath giuen this 
place vnto ohn the ſecond ſonne of 7obn the firſt 
Duke of Brabaud, for a Gift at his Chriſtening, and

They ſay alſo, that the ſaid Duke /obr hath fold and 


aſsigned the ſaid Boſcage vnto the [ſaid William di Beſ- 
co, — whence he hath gotten his ſurname: And 
that this William de Bo co hath beene the fit ſt that hath 
made Walles about the Towne, and adm tted euery 
one that would come and liue there. 

Although it ſeemes that cheſe three opinions are 
contrary one to another, not v ithflanding, they may 
very well agree together, yea concurre one with an- 
other, | 
As concerning the two firſt opinions, euery one 
can well iudge it: for that Henry the ſecond liued in 
the yeeee 1185, when his Father Godfrey did raigne, 
Andit is the vie of all Hiſtorians, that when Kings 
and Princes raigne dur ing their ſonnes liues, that all 
that which happened in ſuch a time, is written both
